Dublin Retary Club, in Clery's Restaurant 
yesterday, on “ Community Service,” Mr. P. 
|, Lawrence, Chairman of the Port and 
Docks Beard, and a past president of the 
club, said that Rotary’s third object was 
the application of the ideal of service to per- 
onal business and community life. i 

One of the rules of Rotary was that its 
activities should not compete with. or overlap 
those of any other existing organisation, but 
preferably should co-operate with such where 
they were insufficiently equipped for their 
purpose. Where Rotary sought to initiate 
it should endeavour to secure the co-operation 
of other organisations that ought to be in- 
terested, and should avoid seeking any direct 
credit for Rotary itself. 

In citv or town the Rotary Club must have 
the outlook of progressive townsmanship, As 
a body of business men standing for the ideal 
of service. they desired the management of 
their city’s affairs to be such as could make 
“service a means to betterment. 
DUBLIN IMPROVEMENTS. 

In the scheme of improvement and develop- 
ment of their city, said Mr. Lawrence, on 
which the City Commissioners were engaged, 
it was quite possible that this Club could 
render special service, and were a request to 
come from the Commissioners to tLe Club for 
help and support in connection with some par- 
ticular section of the city’s improvement and 
development, he felt sure that the Club 
would not be found wanting. It was not the 
desire of the Club to obtrude its services, but 
a give all possible help within its power to 
the advancement of civic interests. The 
nem»eors of the Club had interested them- 
sel\es in the hospitals, and the treatment 
of cripples and poor children, but these were 
activities in which a certain section of the 
members took part for short periods at cer- 
tain intervals.

SHOT FIRED AT GUARD. 


MAN REMANDED IN 
CUSTODY. 


——— 


In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 


before Mr. Collins, D.J., Patrick Rooney, 
aged about 52, who was described as a clerk, 
and gave an address in Niall street, Dublin, 
was remanded in custody for a week on the 
charge of rescuing from the custody of the 
Civic Guard in St. Bricin’s Hospital last 
Saturday morning a prisoner named James 
Nugent, who was a patient in the hospital. 

e was also charged with the attempted 
murder of Guard Cunningham (304A), and 
with being in the unlawful possession of a 
lethal weapon. 

SHOT AT GUARD. 

Guard Cunningham, in his evidence, stated 
that he was attached to the detective depart- 
ment, and during the past two weeks had 
been guarding James Nugent in St. Bricin’s 
Hospital. At five minutes past midnight on 
Saturday he was standing in the centre of 
the ward near the fire, Nugent then being in 
bed, when two men sprang on him with 
revolvers. One of them shouted. “ Hands 
u Naty 
Su rintendent Ennis—Could 
which of them said “ Hands up?” 

“The taller of the two,” replied the wit- 
ness, “and he fired a shot at me. The bullet 
fireplace, near 
which I was standing. I threw myself down 
on two chairs, pretending to be wounded, but 
the shot did not strike me. 

“ He asked me for my gun, but I told him 
I had not one, and did not give it to him. 
The two of them covered me with their guns 
and backed out of the ward. 

“When they left I drew my gun and fol- 
lowéd them out, but I could not find them; 
and when I was going after them I saw that 
Nugent had disappeared.” 

“THAT IS THE MAN.” 

Continuing, the witness said that at a 
parade of men in the Bridewell between 12 
and 1 o’elock on Saturday, he identified the 
prisoner as one of the two men. He was the 
taller of the two men who went into the 
ward, and he identified him by his cropped 
moustache, long mouth, and eyes. 

Superintendent Ennis—Is that the man that 
fired the shot at you ’—Yes. 

Have you any doubt ?’—None whatever. 

Superintendent Ennis, referring to the 
parade in the Bridewell, said that Guard 
Cunningham walked up and down the line, 
and, stopping opposite the prisoner, said, 
“ That is the man,” putting his hand on his 
shoulder. At first he said that the prisoner 
looked like the man, and then, having looked 
at him for almost a minute, he said that he 
had no doubt that he was the man who fjred 
the shot at him in St. Bricin’s Hospital. 

When charged, the Superintendent added, 
the prisoner made no reply.

MOTORING ACCIDENT IN 
THE DARK. 
a ae 
VERDICT AT INQUEST 
DUBLIN MAN. 


A verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death. 
returned at the inquest held in the Meath 
Hospital yesterday on the body of. Patrick 
Byrne, of 99 Lower Beechwood avenue, who 
died in the hospital last Saturday trom 
pneumonia following injuries to the abdomen 
received in a motor accident on the Ranelagh 
road on January 15 last. 

Guard Comer stated that about 12.10 a.m. 
on January 15 he was informed that an 
accident had occurred on the Ranelagh road. 
On reaehing the spot he saw a two-seater 
motor car on the right footway, facing to 
Ranelagh; the bonnet was against a tram 
standard. Two men were in the car in an 
injured condition, and a third was in the 
dickey, also injured. 

ALL LIGHTS OUT. 

The driver of the car was Dr. David 
Jackson, Ranelagh road; the two passengers 
were Mr. Patrick Byrne and Mr.. George 
Ryce, 21 Palmerston ioad. The latter, who 
was conscious, told Guard Comer that at the 
time of the accident they were driving towards 
Ranelagh on their right side of the road at a 
Cas War EA speed. When coming round the 
bend of the road opposite the Metal Church 
the car skidded across the road to the right- 
hand side and collided with a tram standard. 
The other two occupants of the car were un- 
conscious. Guard Comer had all three re- 
moved to the Meath Hospital. When witness 
arrived at the scene of the. accident all the 
lights in the district were out, as it is ‘the 
rule for the lights to begin to be put out at 
12 o'clock midnight. 

GREASY ROADS. 

Sergeant Sullivan saw Mr. Ryce in hospital, 
when he repeated what he had already stated 
The roads were in a greasy 
condition; there was no other traffic on the 
road at the time. 

Inspector Brennan, Donnybrook Station, 
said that he had measured the roadway where 
the accident took place; it was seventeen 
vards wide. There were the tracks of a 
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| motor car on the pathway for about fourteen 


yards coming up to the standard which the 
car struck. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, who appeared 
of Dr. Jackson, asked witness 
would it not require skill to prevent the car 
touching the wall in the circumstances. 

Inspector Brennan said that it would require 
great skill. 

Dr. Lane, house surgeon, said that death 
in his opinion was due to pneumonia follow- 
ing the injuries received. Deceased, he 
Stated, was a healthy man, organi¢ally sound, 
but the extent of his injuries made the case 
hopeless. 

THE ACCIDENT. 

Mr. Thomas Green, representing the next- 
of-kin, addressed the jury, saying that there 
was no one there to tell exactly what hap- 
pened. Dr. Jackson and Mr. Ryce were too 
ill to attend. To arrive at a decision it was 
only possible to make deductions from the 
evidence of the police and the doctor. The 
car had travelled about four times its own 
length after the skid. If that car had been 
ila ata moderate speed it should have 

een able to pull up in three times its own 
length. 

Mr. Burne said that Dr. Jackson had just 
had one eye removed, and his other injuries 
were serious. Even he, his legal adviser, was 
not allowed to see him. The statement made 
by the deceased man in hospital and the state- 
ment of Mr. Ryce showed that proper care 
had been exercised and that the ear was 
going at a moderate speed. 

A verdict as stated was returned. the jury 
exonerating the driver from all blame. and 
adding that they considered the place was 
not properly lighted. They expressed their 
sympathy with the relatives of the deceased 
man, in which the Coroner, Mr. Burne, Mr 
Green, and Inspector Brenuan joined on 

The Coroner said that it seemed bn him an 
extraordinary thing that in a populous district 
like Rathmines and Kanelagh they should 
begin to put out the lights at 12 o’clock.

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LADY LONDONDERRY 
AND SEPARATION,

The Right Hon. E..M. Archdale, M.P., 
presided at a meeting of the Northern 
Ireland Advisory Committee of the Queen 
Victoria Jubilee Fund for Nurses 
(Northern Ireland Branch), held im 
Enniskillen yesterday. | 

The meeting was summoned to review 
the minutes of an Executive Committee 
meeting in November last which rejected 
the Belfast branch resolution proposin 
that the Northern Committee shoul 
separate from the Irish branch, and that 
the work in future should be carried on 
in Northern Ireland, in affiliation with 
England, and also to accept the resigna- 
tion of three delegates who had been 
appointed to vote at the meeting of the 
Northern Committee in Belfast to-day. 

The delegates were :—Mrs. Richardson, 
Miss Johnston and Dr. Leonard Kidd. 

PLEA FOR SEPARATION. 

Mrs. Richardson, in a statement, said that 
if they in the North separated from Dublin, 
Lady ‘Londonderry had a promise of some 
thousands of pounds towards their funds, 
which they would not otherwise get. 
Further, she had found it increasingly diffi- 
cult to get nurses fully qualified from Dublin, 
and for the past ten months she had been 
working with a nurse who had not all the 
qualifications they desired. Because of this, 
she believed that if the North had a separate 
branch it would make for greater efficiency. 

Miss Johnston, Honorary Secretary, said 
that she had no bias against Dublin; but 
they could not raise the money now needed 
unless they accepted Lady ondonderry’s 
offer, which, in all, amounted to £5,000. 
They had raised themselves, up to the pre- 
sent, ‘only £3,500, and there was also a 
legacy of £1,000. If they remained con- 
nected with Dublin they would have to raise 
over £5,000, and this was the sum promised 
by Lady Londonderry, on the condition that 
they should separate. In Belfast and other 
towns in the North they had no Jubilee 
nurses, and therefore there was not the same 
interest. They had an older Association, 
and it was hoped that all would work to- 
gether when they had a Northern branch of 
their own. 

Mr. Montgomery Irwin, J.P., said that 
if they had a separate branch of their own 
in the North it would cost £15,000, and by 
remaining under Dublin they had only to 
find £10,000 in all. 

The; Secretary stated that there was not a 
sufficient supply of nurses in Dublin at pre- 
sent. The better-class girls from the North 
would not go there to be;trained, and were 
going to Edinburgh for training. The fact 
was that they were not getting the class of 
nurse they got twenty years ago. Ip Porta- 
ear] they had to get a nurse from Edin- 
'urg 
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AGAINST DIVISIONS. 

Burkitt said that he had a bias 
again divisions in Ireland. (Hear, hear.)

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CORONER AND LANDLORD'S 
RESPONSIBILITY. 

In returning his verdict at an inquest in 
Blackrock yesterday on a man whose death 
was due to a fall down a dark staircase, Dr. 
Brennan, Coroner, said that he would put it 
on record that he considered that in a case 
where a house was let in flats, as in this case, 
the responsible landlord should make proper 
provision for the house. héin. 

The inguest was held at the Special Surgical 
Hospital for British ex-Service men at Carys- 
fort avenue, Blackrock, on the body of Richard 
Lanigan, an ex-soldier, of Chapel street, Bally- 
haunis, who broke his neck through falling

down the stairs at 8 Merrion avenue, 
rock, ' 

Mrs. Abearne stated that Lanigan came to 
8 Merrion avénue at about 6 p.m, last Thurs- 
dav, ahd asked her to put him up for the 
night. She consented to do so. Lanigan 
went out and returned at 8.50 p.m. 

The house, she said. was let in three flats. 
She occupied the ground flat, and the lava- 
tory was on the first floor.. As the steps 
were- not lighted she gave Lanigan a candle 
to go, upstairs. When returning he left the 
candle behind, and in coming down the stairs 
he fell to the bottom She brought him into 
the kitchen and sent for ‘a doctor. Dr. 
O’Reilly came and removed Lanigan to the 
hospital in his motor car. Lanigan had re- 
vived a lot, and said that he felt that he was 
getting, better. Miss Gray was the landlady 
of the house. ae 

In reply to Inspector O'Riordan, the wit- 
ness stated that she had never seen the de- 
ceased man before, but he was known to her 
husband, who was employed at the Special 
Surgical Hospital. i 

Miss M. Mahony, who had visited Leopards- 
town Hospital with the deceased man, in order 
to see his brother, said that Lanigan, when 
he returned to the house after 8 p.m., “had 
drink taken,”’ but not very much. She told 
the Coroner that Lanigan was quite capable 
of looking after himself. 

Dr. O'Reilly, Blackrock Surgical Hospital, 
stated that. he visited the house, and found 
Lanigan lying on his back in the kitchen, 
with a' wound over his right temple. He was 
suffering from concussion. He had him con- 
veyed to the hospital, where he died on 
Saturday, death being due to a broken neck, 

In reply to Inspector O'Riordan, the witness 
said that Lanigan seeme? to have had drink, 
but could talk sensibly 

Dr. Graham, medical officer at the hospital, 
said that on September 20, 1927, Lanigan 
was admitted to the hospital as a surgical 
case. He was discharged jast Thursday. He 
was given a railway warrant, and was sup- 
posed to have returned to his home that day. 

Coroner returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with the medical evidence, and made the

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DUBLIN ~ALDERMAN’S > 
ESTATE. 
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£20,000 INVOLVED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
In an action, involving over £20,000, 


brought in connection with the administration | 


of the estate of the late Alderman Alfred W. 
Harris, of Dublin, consisting of a large 
amount of property, an application was aon 
on behalf of the plaintiffs for further par- 
ticulars to be given by the defendants. 

Mr. Poole (instructed by Mr. - Ernest 
Harris) appeared for the plaintifis; and Mr. 
Leonard. K.C., Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. 
Shannon. K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill Moore 
(instructed by Messrs. Giltrap and Lambert) 
for the defendants. 

The action was brought by Alfred Wormser 
Harris, stock-jobber, of Warnford Court, 
Throgmorton ‘street, London, and William 
MacMahon, accountant, of 64 Queen’s road, 
Twickenham, England, who claimed to have 
the real and personal estate of the deceased 
man administered under the order of the 
Court, with all necessary accounts, jnqviries 
and directions. 

The plaintiffs sued on behalf of themselves 
and of all other creditors of the deceased man, 
and trustees of the will and codicils of the 
late Alderman Lewis Harris, Dyblin, de- 
ceased; and the defendants, Septimus 
Drummond Lambert and Alexander Field, 
were sued as executors of the will and codicil 
of Alderman Alfred W. Harris, deceased. 

Mr. Poole stated that the plaintiffs wanted 
further particulars with reference to certain 
transactions relating to mortgages with the 
National Bank and other matters connected 
with the estate of the deceased Alderman. 
who had been a beneficiary to a large extent 
under the will of his father, the late Alder- 
man Lewis Harris, dated 3lst March, 1876. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., opposing the applica- 
tion, said that the defendants had already 
supplied the plaintiffs with all the particulars 
that they were able to give, explaining that 
if the application were granted the Sind. 
ants would be obliged to apply for leave to 
administer interrogatories to the plaintiffs. 
He pointed out that their defence was that 
the proceedings between the parties had been 
entirely disposed of by a family deed of 
settlement of 1915. : 

Mr. Justice Meredith adjourned the appli- 
cation pending the reply of the plaintiffs to 
the pequest made on behalf of the defendants 
for further information. 


ALLEGED SLANDER. 


DUBLIN WOMAN’S ACTION, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
JURY.) 


Au action came on for hearing in which 
Ellen Daly, of 3 St. James’s terrace, Dublin, 
claimed damages against Solomon Goodman 
and his wife, both of 1 Hatch street, Dublin, 
for alleged slander by the defendant, Mrs. 
Solomon Goodman. 

The plaintiff alleged that on the 18th May, 
1927. the defendant, Mrs. Goodman, used the 
words concerning her to her husband, Peter 
Daly, in the hearing of a third party. “ Your 
wife is a blackguard and she is the cause of 
my unhappiness with Mr. Goodman. She 
has been living with Mr. Goodman during 
the ten days that I have been in hospital ”’ ; 
and “ your wife has forged some bills of Mrs. 
Turner, the fishmonger,”’ and that on the 
following day the same defendant said to her 
in the presence of Peter Daly, her husband, 
“You have forged bills in Turner’s.’’ 

The defence was a denial that the words 
were spoken; and, alternatively, that the 
words, if spoken, did not refer to the plain- 
tiff; and that the words, if spoken, were 
merely vulgar abuse. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Gavan 
Duffy (instructed by Messrs. A. Cox and Co.) 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. William 
Black (instructed by Messrs. A. Woodcock 
and Son) for the defendants. 

At the conclusion of the plaintaff's case, 

Mr. Black asked liberty to add to the 
defence the plea that ‘‘the defendant, Solo- 
mon Goodman will object that the statement 
of claim discloses no cause of aetion against 
him, inasmuch as if is not alleged that he 
spoke or published the words complained Sf, 
or caused them to be spoken or published, 
and that he is not liable for words spoken or 
published by his wife, and was never, and is 
not, a necessary or proper party to this 
action.’’ Counsel said that he sought this 
amendment for the purpose of raising the 
question of the husband’s liability for his 
wife's tort. He appreciated that this point 
must be decided against him by his lordship, 
but in order to enable him to raise it before 
the Supreme Court it would be neeessary to 
get this formal amendment of the pleading. 
He cited an opinion of Lord Justice 
Fletcher Moulton, which he said had been 
approved by several members of the House of 
Lords, to the effect that this liability of a 
husband for his wife's tort was a blot on our 
legislation. 

His Lordship allowed the amendment. 

Mr. Geoghegan then applied for liberty to 
amend a paragraph in the statement of claim 
by substituting for the words pleaded in it 
the precise words given in EE gus by the 
laintiff—namely, “ Don’t be a fool. You 
ms all about the forgery.” 

His Lordship granted the application. 

Evidence having been given on behalf of 
the defence, 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. 


A WIDOW’S CLAIM,

£2,500 FOR LOSS OF HUSBAND. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 

The hearing was begun of an action in 
which Mrs. Mary McGuinness, West Port 
street, Ballyshannon, on her own behalf and 
on behalf of her nine children, claimed, under 
Lord Campbell's Act, £2,500 damages against 
the Irish-American Oil Company, Ltd., Upper 
Sackville street, Dublin, for the loss of her 
husband, Thomas McGuinness, whose death 
she alleged was caused as the result of 
negligence on the part of the defendant com- 
pany s servant in the driving of a motor lorry 
on the 6th September, 1927. 

The defendants denied the alleged negligence, 
and pleaded contributory negligence on the 
part of the deceased man and inevitable 
accident. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., with whom was Mr. B. 
McGuckin (instructed by Mr. P. E. Rogers), 
on behalf of the plaintiff, said that on the 
evening in question, in broad daylight, the 
deceased man was helping a man named 
McDermott to bring a load of manure out of 
a yard to the main street, when the defend- 
ants’ motor lorry came down the hill and 
struck him, the deceased man _ receiving 
injuries from which he died. Criminal pro- 
ceedings followed the inquest, and resulted in 
the acquittal of the driver of the lorry. The 
driver's story was to the effect that he put 
on the brakes at the top of the hill, that the 
lorry skidded, and that he had no control 
over the vehicle. The driver also stated that 
he was travelling at the rate of only seven 
miles an hour. 

Witnesses were examined for the plaintiff, 
and the further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. T. ‘A. 
Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Fenton and 
Lyons) appeared for the defendants.

EDUCATION. 
WHER#. DISABILITLES

E. E. Joynt, M.I.M.E., in the course of 
his vresidential address at the opening 
meeting of the Engineering and Scientific 
Association of Ireland at University 
College, Dublin, last night.

TRAINING THE WORKERS 
—_— — 
INFLUENCE OF TECHNICAL 
INSTITUTES. 

Mr. Joynt said that they were all agreed 
as to the vital importance of national educa- 
tion, more especially in the case of a country 
which had recently commenced its career as 
a self-governing nationality. It was one of 
the matters which engaged the attention of 
the Government. Primary and secondary 
education had been reorganised, and they 
were now awaiting the report of the recent 
Commission on Technical Education. 

In every sphere of human thought and 
enterprise Ireland had produced men of out- 
standing intelligence and - ability.. After 
making allowance for that, “it must be 
admitted that as a nation, generally speaking, 
they were uneducated.” 

SCIENTIFIC KNOWLEDGE, 

“Our ordinary level of scientific knowledge,’ 
said Mr. Joynt, “our interest in such know- 
ledge, and our skill in applying it to in- 
dustrial problems are much below that 
standard found in even the smaller Eurepean 
countries. It is a common article of belief, 
with which I trust many of us are in dis- 
agreement, that the destiny of Ireland is 
irrevocably bound up with agriculture alone. 
Even if this belief be accepted it may still 
be questioned if modern science has done very 
much towards developing the full possibilities 
of the fertile soil of this ‘ agricultural 
country.’ 

““H is, more particularly, however, in the 
sphere of industrial effort that our educational 
disabilities are most noticeable. We are 
understood to be a highly imaginative and 
quick-witted people, but in our business enter 
prises there is little evidence of a capacity 
to turn such important natural gifts to 
practical advantage. Our imagination, if it 
exists, is untrained, our intellectual qualities

are not expressed in any distinctive construc- 
tive effort, and generallly our insufficient 
knowledge renders us deficient in initiative 
and originality. 

THE ULTIMATE OBJECT. 

“The ultimate object of industrial educa 
tion is to increase the volume of commodities 
produced in the country; its immediate object 
is, in colloquial language, ‘to fit the man for 
the job.’ It is for this purpose that in our 
city Universities there are schools of engineer 
ing science and of commercial knowledge, and 
that throughout the country technical insti- 
tutes are established in the chief centres of 
population. These schools are designed to 
train industrial workers of various grades and 
tvpes, from those who aim at the leading 
positions to those who require’ that ce 
ordination of brain and hand necessary to the 
training of the competent craftsman and 
mechanic. 

“The large and continually increasing 
numbers who avail themselves of the advan- 
tages these schools afford show that their 
value is very generally appreciated by indivi- 
duals who are aware of the assistance they 
are thus receiving in their careers. The larger 
question, as to how far they have had an 
appreciable effect on the national industry, 
is a much more difficult one to resolve. 

TECHNICAL INSTITUTES. 

‘(There can be little doubt, we believe, that 
our technical institutes have had an influence, 
perhaps a very considerable influence, on our 
industrial life, and that our position, weak as 
it is relatively, would be much worse were it 
not for the excellent work they have accom- 
jlished since their inception. It is to be 
mna however, that their very excellence 
has to a certain extent effected a result which 
any scheme of national education should be 
designed to prevent—viz., thg loss by 
emigration of many of our ambitious and 
most energetic youths. Brains and ability 
are commodities which we can ill afford to 
export 

‘‘Tf we grant that any failure of the tech- 
nical institutions to produce a very con: 
spicuous result on our industrial progress 1s 
largely due to external circumstances beyond 
their control, it may, nevertheless, be worth 
our while to consider if the educational 
methods and the subjects of study adopted 
are those most suited to our peculiar national 
conditions. 

THE PRACTICAL MAN. 

“ At the outset it must be remarked that 
even in these days there are to be found 
certain ‘practical’ men who, while they 
would not openly admit it, are sceptical as 
to the value of a scientific training for young 
mechanical engineers apart from the know- 
ledge they may acquire in the workshop. 
These men base their prejudices on the fact 
that such success as they have achieved was 
not due to a training in the schools, but is 
the result of experience gained from contact 
with their fellows in the busy world and 
from dealing with practical problems. 

THE EXAMINATION SYSTEM. 

Proceeding, Mr. Joynt said that it was 
easily possible, under the baneful examina- 
tion system, for a man with little or no busi- 
ness ability to secure an engineering degree, 
and it was one of life’s earliest bitter lessons 
for a young man to learn that, even with a 
diploma, he was worth no more than his 
fellows until he had learnt many things which 
only experience could teach. It appeared, 
indeed, to be a fault in their modern educa- 
tional systems that the effort was rather to 
aim at the attainment of a diploma than the 
training of the student for his life’s work. 
The diversity of subjects which came within 
the scope of each of the main branches of 
modern engineering provoked a tendency to 
attempt to teach too much. 


MIND TRAINING. 

Only a limited number of successful 
engineers had occasion to make any use jn 
their daily work of much of the higher 
branches of knowledge acquired at college. 
If the mind was well “hr in fundamentals, 
there would be little difficulty in acquiring 
such further knowledge as EA in afterwards 
be necessary in any particular direction. 

The effective training of workmen was 
possibly of greater moment than that of 
those who aspired to the higher positions. 
One of the main objects of their technical 
institutes should be to produce an ever-im- 
proving type of craftsman and artisan. In 
almost every direction there would appear, at 
4 superficial glance, to be less necessity than 
formerly for that close and constant co- 
operation of hand and brain which it was 
the function of technical education to foster. 
Instead of mechanics, many modern works 
were mainly staffed with machinists, whose

An Trish Precedent. 


Lord Haldane has apparently been 
studying the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State to some purpose. Speaking at 
the London School of Economics, he is 
reported to have said: “I should like to 
give Ministers from the House of 
Commons power to speak in the House 
of Lords, and, as we have some very com- 

tent Ministers in the House of Lords, 

should send them to answer questions 
in the House of Commons.” - 

During the past five years it has been 
no uncommon experience for the Free 
State Ministers in charge of particular 
bills to appear in the Senate to expound 
the principles of the measure under dis- 
cussion, and to answer any questions on 
it that may be put to them by Senators. 
So far no Senators have been appointed 
members of the Executive Council. 
Speakine off-hand, I am not aware 
whether, under the Constitution, the 
President has power to include Senators 
i. his Ministry—at least, none has been 
appointed—and so the question of their 
appearance in the Dail has not arisen. 

Lord Haldane, as his conversion to 
Socialism proves, is not averse from 
reform; but he is emphatically opposed 
to a single Chamber. “I have no objec- 
tion,” he says, “to the present easy-going 
system in which the House of Commons 
tells us what to do, and we do it.” 


What’s in a Name. 


It is doubtful whether even the present 
British Cabinet’s Imperial sympathies 
will shoulder the responsibility of de- 
nouncing the old-standing agreement with 
its neighbour and Ally, Portugal, whereby 
the name ‘‘ Port ’’ is restricted exclusively 
by law to wines from the vineyards of the 
sunny Douro Valley. A movement to 
break through this designatory monopoly 
in the interests of oversea products of 
the fermented grape has long been afoot; 
but there are stiff and deep-rooted ob- 
stacles in the way. 

The agitators make light of the com- 
mercial sanctity of topographical names. 
They instance Demerara, Burgundy, and 
Cheddar as names long associated with 
commodities by no means limited to those 
special localities. They might add one 
oiher. Cheshire cheese, though the real 
article is among the best of all cheeses in 
the world, is a fraud and a delusion as 
served in half the best restaurants of 
London.

The “ Rescue” from St. Bricin’s.

Though he dashed 
into the Scherzo with headlong sweep of 
characteristic impetuosity, Brailowsky gave 
that music a performance as finished and 
studied in detail as any I have heard. Cortot 
himself, with all his analytical perception, 
would not have found in the Scherzo more 
than Brailowsky tossed to the audience, and 
Cortot, though not incapable of spiritedness, 
could not, I think, have mustered the tornado 
of attack that distinguished Brailowsky’s 
approach to the music.

ITHIN ‘the; next few weeks the 
French Law Courts will provide a 
sensation which will now have an addi- 
tional interest for us. The. heart of a 
brave and. beautiful woman will be 
claimed by the city she once loved and 
rotected. . The judges will have to decide 
Easa the people of ancient Nantes, who 
feel that the. heart of their benefactress 
should be in their. keeping, and the 
Department of the Loire. Inferiure, who 
have it in their possession, but who have 
paid it no better honour than to place it 
among the motley collection of. relics and 
curios in the provincial museum. 
It is the heart of the lovely Duchess 
Anne de Bretagne ‘which is to be the sub- 
i of this keen legal struggle.

came sole heiress of the duchy at the 
age of thirteen, and at a time when her

people greatly feared the power of the | 


King of France. They pleaded with her 
to marry quickly and well, in order that 
they might have a protector. 

But she was beautiful and obstinate. 
Her late father had found her a husband 
whom she did not like: Friends urged 
her to make a brilliant alliance with 
Charles VIII., who had conquered her 
people, but the girl Duchess caused wide- 
spread dismay by declaring that when she 
married it. should be for love, by showing 
favour to the Archduke Maximilian. 

Charles, however, was a bold -wooer, 
and it is thought that he took special care 
that the favoured rival should keep out of 
the way. In any event, he marshalled a 
strong. army; camped at the gates of 
Rennes, and then entered the city in 
disguise and paid suit to the lovely Anne. 

She was persuaded, perhaps too easily, 
that Maximilian. had deserted her or 
would not come to her rescue. ‘The 
dauntless Charles won her hand, and thus 
Bretagne and France became united under 
one sovereign, and Anne learnt to love 
her husband and was a good wife and 
great souled woman. 


BURIAL QUESTIONS 


Her heart after her death should have 
reposed in Nantes, but there was no 
worthy place of burial. Now the city 
has acquired a house rich in fine old 
associations, and is, therefore, asking the 
Law Courts to declare that the heart of 
Duchess Anne shall be placed in its keep- 
ing. 

It is not the only romantic story of a 
heart that the world is likely to hear. 
We can rest asured that the heart of 
Thomas Hardy wil] be jealously guarded 
and will lie in. peace in his beloved 
Stinsford, where. the great writer wished 
to rest. Too often has the heart of some 
once honoured figure on the world’s stage 
suffered many vicissitudes of fate. We 
are likely to witness a determined 
struggle on the part of Poland to recover 
from the Russian Government the heart 
of Chopin, believed to have been taken 
to Moscow or Petrograd during the war. 

The famous composer was buried in 
Paris in the cemetery of Fére Lachaise, 
but it cannot be said that the French 
remembered it. Mr. Algernon : Ashton 
more than once described the miserable 
condition of the grave as a disgrace to a 
people regarded as being of “ more than 
usually refined taste and _ artistic 
temperament. ’’ 

The heart of Chopin was sent to 
Warsaw, and there it had been treasured 
and honoured. but the Russians took it 
away from Poland when they scuttled out 
of the war. Some people fear that it 
may have been deposited in Petrograd 
and may have shared the fate of many 
other precious things during the revolu- 
tion. Consequently, the Government of 
Poland are anxious to solve the mystery 
and are appealing to Moscow for infor- 
mation and for the return of the heart 
of the great composer to his beloved land. 


PUBLIC ATTENTION. 


We have our own mystery, which will 
doubtless now receive the public attention 
it merits. Where lies the heart of 
Percy Bysshe Shelley? Ho is still one 
of our most read poets and, therefore, it 
is strange that. we have allowed the one 
precious relic we have of him to be 
hidden.

winter exhibition at the Reyal. Academy. 

The ashes were then taken to Rome 
and interred in the Protestant cemetery 
close to the grave of a child he had lost 
in the Eternal City. But the story is 
that the heart would not burn and was 
snatcaed from the ‘flames by Trelawney, 
and was subsequently handed to Mary 
Shelley at Bournemouth. 

It has often been said that it was 
buried there, but there are no. records 
of this. Official information from. the 
town is to the effect tha* the heart of 
Shelley was removed many years ago, 
There the clue ends. No doubt it is in 
safe keeping, but where? 

Admirers of the great poet naturally 
would like to know and ‘have been 
making investigations for some time past 
without obtaining a single clue. They 
feel that the heart of Shelley ‘should be 
in the nation’s keeping.

TROUBLE OVER EDUCATION. 


A few weeks ago the Rev. James 
Quinn, Rector of St. Jude’s Church, 
Belfast, criticised very severely the work- 
ing of the 1923 Education Act in Belfast, 
stating, among other things, that the 
Protestant Churches were being treated 
by the Education Committee as if they 
were in disgrace, and an influence to be 
got rid of as quickly as possible. His 
charges were endorsed by representatives 
of ‘the Presbyterian and Methodist 
Churches, and, although the matter was 
treated lightly at first, it has been found 
to be too serious to be quietly put aside. 

Complaints are made that the Belfast 
Education Committee has evolved 


different methods of administration for 


the Protestant and Roman Catholic 
Churches, the latter receiving special 
consideration denied to the others instead 
of all being placed on the same level. 
Many Protestant schools have been 
transferred to the education authority on 
the understanding that all creeds and 
classes were to be treated alike, and that 
the measure would get rid of 
denominationalism; but it was contended 
that the Roman Catholic authorities are 
not only refusing to hand over their 
school property, but are receiving large 
grants for, the building of new schools 
while still retaininy their contro] and 
influence. 


MANAGERIAL CONTROL. 


The sum of £60,000 is mentioned in this 
regard as having been granted to erect 
three new schools. In other words, the 
Roman Catholics retain their clerical 
managerial control, while Protestant 
schools come under the control of regional 
committees. That appears to be the 
principal grievance, but the composition 
of the regional committees and the Belfast 
Committee is also challenged, persoris who 
were formerly actively engaged in pro- 
moting education having been passed over.

STATIONER’S EVIDENCE. 

Miss C. A. A. Curwen, Barmeen,, Dartry, 
Dublin, daughter of the late Mr. Curwen, 
whe owned a stationery business in the city, 
gave evidence of her father’s business re- 
lations with the late Mr. Croker. A letter, 
which it was alleged had been written by the 
Jate Mr. Richard Croker to tlie late Mr. 
Arthur Griffith and the: Provisional* Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State, asking to be 
enrolled as the first citizen of the new State, 
was produced and handed to the witness by 
Mr. Woods. 

Asked by Mr. Woods if it were possible 
that that letter could have been written by 
Mr, Croker before his death, Miss Curwen 
said—*‘ It is not possible.”’ | 

Miss Curwen, having given evidence re- 
garding the printing and supply of notepaper 
to the late Mr. Croker, stated that the tele- 
phonic addvess on it was ' Dundrum 10.”" On 
May 8th, 1922, Mr. Garrett, for the Crokers, 
came to the shop and gave orders for altering 
the die for stamping a new supply of note- 
paper, so that the new telephone number 
read “‘ Dundrum 60.”’ 

It was, the witness stated, on this new 
notepaper, supplied after Mr. Croker’s death, 
that the letter to Mr. Griffith and the Pro- 
visional Government was written, 

In reply to further questions, witness read 
the letter to the Commission, and, at the 
request of Mr. Wood, inspected the tele- 
graphic, telephonic, railway station and resi- 
dential addresses stamped on the notepaper. 
The letter was dated January 16th, 1 In 
reply to Mr. Wood, witness said that Mr. 
Croker died on April 22nd, 1922. 


OBJECT OF COMMISSION. 

The present Commission has been 
authorised to investigate further evidence to 
ascertain whether '' Boss’’ Croker was a 
citizen of the Irish Free State or of the 
United States of America. lí it were proved 
that he was domiciled in the Free State, then 
his will bequeathing his property to his wife 
is valid, but if it is proved that his domicile 
was ‘in the State of Florida, U.S.A., then 
his will is invalid, and by the laws of the 
State of Florida his property is distributed 
proportionately according to the laws of that 
State—-that is. one-fifth to his wife and the 
other four-fifths to his three children. 

At ‘the time when the law case first came 
—_—, Boss’ Croker’s estate, real and per- 
sonal, was valued at six to seven ete a 
pounds, but since then the land ‘‘ boom “ in 
Florida has waned, and the estate is esti- 
mated at practically half that amount. 

The Commission adjourned until ten o'clock 
this morning, when further evidence will be 
taken.

AN URGENT NEED. 

Mr. Griffin, having recalled the promises 
made between 1914 and 1918 on behalf of the 
British Government that proper housing 
facilities would be provided for ex-Service 
men on their return to Ireland, said that 
the British Legion did not base its claim in 
regard to the building of cottages for British 
ex-Service men in the Free State solely upon 
any promises. Rather did it base its claim 
upon the urgent need for more adequate and 
better , housing facilities for the men who 
served in the Great War, an acknowledgment 
of which need was evident from the passing 
of the Irish Land (Provision for Sailors and 
Soldiers) Act, which was placed on the Statute 

Book in December, 1919. 

Under Section 3 of the 1922 Act, passed 
after the establishment of the Free State, the 
Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust was 
established. and the terms of its establish- 
ment directed that it should deal with the 
question of providing cottages. The first 
reliable official pronouncement on the pro- 
gramme of work in connection with the ful- 
filling and carrving out of the terms of the 
1919 Act is contained in the first report of 
the Trust, and we find that in that report it 
is indicated that the final and total pro- 
gramme is to. build 3,672 cottages, of which 
2,626 shall be in the Irish Free State. Of 
this 2,626, it would appear that after eight 
years have elapsed since the Act became 
operative less than 2,000 are completed. The 
British Legion is forced to ask whether it is 
seriously suggested that this total number in 
any way meets the intention of the 1919 Act, 
or in-any way deals with the needs of British 
ex-Service men resident in the Free State. 


THE INTENTION OF THE 1919 ACT. 

In a letter dated 25th May, 1927, addressed 
to the President of the British Legion by Mr. 
(now Sir) George Duckworth, the then 
Chairman of the Trust, he says :—‘* That the 
Trust has constantly to keep before it the 
interests the unhoused ex-Service men, 
whose number, alas! is far greater than those 
for whom we have been able or shal! be able 
to build houses.” Again, in a letter dated 
llth October, 1927, addressed by Mr. G. F. 
Alexander, Secretary of the Trust, to the 
Under-Secretary to the Dominions, it 1s ad- 
mitted’ that the building programme being 
carried out for the City of Cork (under the 
1919 and 1922 Acts) is for 1&0 cottages, and 
that for these cottages applications have been 
received from 1,000 British ex-Service 
men. The mere fact that these men 
are entitled t6 apply for cottages within

THE QUESTION OF RE-LETTING. 

There is very great hardship in connec’ ““n 
with the + a of houses by the Trust. 
It is recognised that this particular point is 
one which is, unfortunately, governed by the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act of 1888, 
under which the ingoing tenant ts responsible 
for any arrears of rates owed. by the out- 
going tenant. Under Section I. of the Act 
there would appear to te the possibility of 
er-mption being granted to the ingoing 
tenant, and we suggest that there are two 
rourses open to tie Trust—(1) That out of 
the very large reserve which has been set 
aside for contingencies any arrears of rates 
which might be a charge against the ugoins; 
tenant should be met by the Trust, or (2) 
that if ithe Trust will not agree to this pro- 
posal it should undertake the responsibility 
of fully informing the ingoing tenant as to 
his responsibility for rates. a 

At present any cottages built by the Trust 
are not assisted by the subsidy applicable 
generally throughout the Free State. It is 
felt by the Legion that this discrimination 
on the part of the Free State Government 
against cottages built by the Trust for British 
ex-Service men cannot In equity main- 
tained.

leferring to the arrangements made to 
establish an Imperial War Graves Commis- 
sion. Mr. Griffin said that every part of the 
Empire is represented upon the Commission, 
with the exception of the Irish Free State, 
and suggested that the [Irish Free State 
Government should make representations to 
the Imperial War Graves Commission fo. 
representation on the Commission. We find, 
he said. that there were 1,974 registered 
graves in the Irish Free State on December 
ó1st, 1926. ‘These graves are scattered in 3525 
cemeteries. 

So far as Great Britain ts concerned, great 
progress. has been made both with groups and 
isolated graves, and with the general care 
and maintenance of cemeteries in which men 
who served are buried. There would appear 
to be no reason for such care being withheld 
from the graves of Irishmen buried in the 
Free State. The British Legion respectfully 
suggests that the time has arrived when 
urgent representation should be made to the 
British Government to bring pressure to bear 
upon the Imperial War Graves Commission 
to undertake this work. Up to the present 
nothing whatever has been done in the Free 
State. 

THE SUBJECT OF EMIGRATION. 

Referring to the question of facilities being 
granted to British ex-Service men resident in 
the Free State to migrate to other parts of 
the British Empire, for the purpose of settling 
on the land, Mr. Griffin said that it is recog- 
nised that there should at no time be any 
scheme prepared which is calculated to bring 
pressure to bear upon Irishmen to leave their 
own country, but it is felt that if any: of 
these men desire to find opportunities ot 
employment on the land, say, in Canada or 
Australia, there should be in operation a 
scheme which would not only make it pos- 
sible to give them advice, but also assistance 
in. carrying out their desire. It has been 
felt for a considerable time that these men 
have the right to the same opportunities for 
assistance under the Empire Settlemtnt Act 
as their comrades resident in Great Britain. 

The British Legion, therefore, feels that, 
since the Imperial Government knew at the 
time of the passing of the Act that under 
its terms ex-Service men resident in the 
whole of Ireland were eligible for assistance, 
and also knew that this country would be-

ADVICE TO FARMERS. 


The Free State Department of Agriculture, 
Dublin, states that, although the past few 
months have been marked by one of those 
periodical cycles of depression which occur 
in the pig trade, there has been a steady im. 
provement in prices recently, and there are 
indications that this upward tendency dh 
values is likely to be maintained. Farmers 
should retain their brood sows, and, in mating 
them, should plan, as far as possible, to 
meet the demands of both the bacon and 
pork markets. 

As the pork trade is seasonal, and mainly 
confined to the September-April period of the 
year, sows put to the boar from January 
onwards will be farrowing down at a suitable 
time to cater for this particular trade. If

Yesterday the Right Honourable Sir 
William Turner was installed for the 
sixth consecutive year as Lord Mayor 
of Belfast. Viscount Craigavon took the 
opportunity to speak of the progress of 
the Northern capital, and remarked that 
the friendly relations existing between 
the North and the Irish Free State con-. 
tinue and grow day by day. In both’

| wholly out of the hands of the popular 
-Tepresentatives and was vested in three 
Commissioners, Far-reaching reforms 
followed. . Efficiency in public service re- 
placed muddle and fecklessness. The 
city’s roads were reconstructed; cleanli- 
ness supplanted filth, and the rates were 
drastically reduced. A “Civic Week ” 
served to advertise the fame and the 
amenities of the city and to revive public 
pride therein. It is not remarkable that 
many in Belfast have advocated the adop- 
tion of the same stern methods.. Not yet, 
however, will Belfast be handed over to 
Commissioners. An effort is to be made 
to reform the. city’s administration with- 
out even temporary dictatorship. Sir 
William Turner yesterday adumbrated the 
new methods on which he relies. He 
invited the City Council te undertake a 
measure of self-reform. It is his hope 
that the members will “act on behalf of 
the citizens exactly as the directors of a 
great trading or manufacturing undertak- 
ing would in the interest of the share- 
holders.” He recommends the “board 
of directors’ —or, in other words, the 
municipal committees—to confine their 
work to direction of policy and control of 
finance, while leaving the executive heads 
to look after administrative details. In 
order to promote this new method of 
municipal procedure, he proposes to turn 
from those social activities in which the 
city’s head normally is occupied and to 
take an active part in the proceedings of 
the Council and of its committees. He will 
give the whole of his time “ toantroducing 
a more efficient administration.’’ At the 
ame time, he appeals to the citizens tc 
ake a larger measure of responsibility. 
he Lord Mayor’s vigorous words seem to 
indicate that a combination of technical 
management with popular control is con- 
templated as the future method of muni- 
cipal government. This is precisely the 
declared object of the Free State Govern- 
ment in relation to municipal admuinistra- 
tion throughout Southern Ireland.

Greyhounds Abroad. 


Will greyhound-racing be a new test of 
distinction between the Nordic and 
Mediterranean peoples’ It has become a 
“craze”? in the industrial centres of 
England, where the working classes stake 
large sums on the competing dogs. The 
Reverend G. SS. Perkins, speaking. at 
Oldham on Sunday night, declared that

makers carried away £15,000 a week. 
Germany soon will possess her first grey- 
hound race-track, and the pioneers, who 
include Herr von Mumm, of the famous 
champagne firm, and some prominent 
bankers, are confident that the sport will 
like wildfire throughout the 
country.  A stadium, to seat sixty 
thousand people, has been rented in 
Berlin, where fiity or sixty meetings will 
be held during the spring and summer. 
At the outset betting will be forbidden, 
but the company proposes to introduce the 
totalisator at a Jater stage. A greyhound- 
racing club has been formed which owns 
about a thousand dogs, Only three 
hundred of these, however, are regarded as 
suitable for racing, and more dogs will be 
brought from England—a prospect which 
ought to cheer the hearts of greyhound- 
breeders in Ireland, since they are large 
suppliers of the English market. On the 
other hand, the new sport has made a bad 
beginning in France. Last week a special 
demonstration was given to journalists on 
the covered cycling track of the Velo- 
drome d’Hiver; and these important 
persons, like Queen Victoria on a famous 
occasion, “were not amused.’’ Indeed, 
according to the Paris Correspondent of | 
the Manchester Guardian, they were 
“excessively bored,’ and they have 
testified that greyhound-racing is not a 
sport at all. Perhaps, the Teutonic and 
Latin instincts quarrel in this matter ; 
or the explanation may be that Parisians 
not only are devotees of horse-racing, but 
have easy access to the classic racecourses 
of France. A few pence will take the 
clerk or workman to these courses, where 
admission is cheap and gambling is 
simplified by the pari-mutuel. We note 
that fighting between dogs seems to be an 
increasingly frequent incident of grey- 
hound-racing. Is this loss of temper due 
to a dawning discovery that they are being 
mocked by a fictitious hare?

The British Broadcasting Company, 
which addresses every day, viva voce, a 
vast audience, has a weighty responsibility 
lor the future of spoken English. It 
takes this responsibility seriously, and has 
appointed a committee—including such 
eminent persons as the Poet Laureate and 
Mr. G. B. Shaw—which advises its artists 
and ‘‘announcers’’ in cases of difficult 
or disputed pronunciation. Naturally, 
the committee's awards do not please 
everybody, and some days ago The Times 
had an article on the subject of “ B.B.C. 
English.” That article contained an 
obiter dictum with which, as we think. 
few Irishmen will be disposed to agree. 
It said: “Mr. Fowler’s ‘Modern English 
Usage,’ to which everybody now goeg for 
advice, is at its weakest on pronunciation. 
It tells us, for instance, that ‘kloz’ is 
the proper way to say ‘clothes.’’’ The 
article added: “If homely words can be 
misused on educated lips, what chance 
is there that literary words, which are 
seldom or never spoken to large audiences, 
will not go wrong?!” Despite the justly- 
1enowned authority of The Times in such 
matters, we find ourselves here on Mr. 
Fowler’s side. In the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, when the English 
language was at its best, “clothes,” by 
the testimony of the poets’ rhymes, 
certainly was pronounced “kloz’’ (with 
the “o’’ as in “‘those’’), An Oxford 


Shakespeare wrote, “ Then up he rose, and 
dofin'd his clothes,” and Herrick, of his 


Julia— 
i “how sweetly flows 


The liquefaction of her clothes."’ 

No ther pronunciation was known to 
Swift or to Goldsmith, who: were Irish- 
men. We dare to say that no Irishman 
ever pronounced the word as anything 
save “kloz’’; and Ireland's unanimous 
evidence on the point ought to be con- 
clusive,. since to-day the Irish pronuncia- 
tion of English is in the direct line oí 
Shakespeare's pronunciation. As our 
learned and lively ‘‘ Lucullus’’ says in his 
article on “ The City of Cork,” the first 
Hamlet addressed the first Polonius in a 
Cork brogue.

Free State, quoting facts end figures to 
emphasise his points, but he refused to 
be drawn into discussions on prohibition 
or to give his views on American politics 
or politicians.

CHIEF PRISON WARDER 
WOUNDED.

An attempt to murder Principal Warder

the streets of Dublin yesterday evening. 

At about 7.30 p.m. three revolver shots 
were fired at close range at Mr. Grace as 
he was walking alone along the North Ctr- 
cular road. One bullet hit him in the right 
thigh and passed through the flesh without 
touching any vital part. He was taken to 
the Mater Misericordi# Hospital, where it 
was found that, if complications should not 
ensue, his injury was not of a serious kind. 

The occurrence took place on the main road 
beside the cattle market, near O’Hanlon’s 
Corner publichouse. Chief Warder Grace, 
who was off duty, and in civilian clothes, was 
01 his way to visit some friends in Ellesmere 
avenue, and had almost reached his destina- 
tion when the attack was made upon him, 


THREE ASSAILANTS. 

The thing took place so quickly that none 
of the few people who were about the corner 
or passing at the time were able to say 
exactly what had gt eapens It has trans- 
pired, however, that the assailants numbered 
three, that they were apparently young men, 
and had been waiting—‘‘ hanging about” 
was the word used—there for some little 
time. After the rapid discharge of the three 
shots they disappeared. 

The plot to shoot the chief warder was 
evidently laid by people who knew his habits, 
and who expected that he would be there at 
about that hour. The assailants waited unt! 
Mr. Grace got into the half shadow between 
two electric arc lamps, and fired when only 
a few paces away from him. 

Mr. Grace did not collapse, but walked 
for a while on the footpath, coming back 


in attracting the attention of a motor car 
going in the sameidirectior. It was driven 
hy an officer of the National Army Medical 
Service, who in a fet minutes brought the 
wounded man to the Mater Hospital. 


BULLET FOUND. 

There he received ‘first attendance from 
Mr. T. J. O'Reilly, the house surgeon on 
duty, and Mr. J. Smyth, Fitzwilliam 
square, consulting surgeon to the hospital, was 
summoned by telephone. Examination showed 
that the bullet had entered at the back of the 
tthigh, and came out several inches lower 
down on the inside of the leg. The bone was 
apparently not touched, and the wound ap- 
peared to be straight and clean. The bullet 
was found m the wounded man’s clothing. 

Mr. Grace was not in great pain, but was 
partly collapsed from shock and loss of blood. 
He was, however, in a condition to be visited 
by members of his family, and to give a de- 
scription of what had happened to an officer 
‘ef the Civic Guard. At an early hour this 
morning he was reported to he fairly com- 
fortable. 


POLICE ACTIVITY. 

Chief Warder Grace is an old officer of 
the Irish P:isons Service, who has been for 
many years a member of the Mountjoy staff. 
‘He is a married man with a grown-up family. 

The outrage was followed quickly by great 
police activity, not alone in the immediate 
vicinity, but in other parts of the city; but 
up to the time of our going to press no 
arrests had. been made. 

An Jrish Times representative gathered 
that the police authorities are of the opinion 
that the attempt to murder Mr. Grace was 


j'made because of the position that he holds. 


An officer of the force told our representative 
ithat the attack, taken in conjunction with 
he rescue of a prisoner from St. Bricin’s 
Hospital last Saturday morning, was very 
probably planned by the ‘ die-hard ” element 
to counteract the effect of President Cos- 
grave’s reception in the United States by 
making the people of that country think that 
the Irish Free State is stil! in an unsafe and 
chaotic condition.

MR. WALTER GUINNESS'’S

ADMIRAL PLUNKETT’S 
DENIAL.

Rear-Admiral Plunkett, Commandant of the 
New York Navy Yard, to-day issued a denial!

SENATOR BORAH’S PROTEST. 
From ‘ Tae Times’? Corresponpent. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The first voice to make itself effectively 
heard in criticism of the huge naval building 
programme of the United States, and of the 
nature of the support which it is receiving 
in the form of testimony before the Naval 
Affairs Committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives and in public speeches by Admirals 
of the Navy, is that of Senator Borah, of 
Idaho. 

Last night he described the .size of the 
proposed addition to the fleet, together with 
the wild and excited statements about war, 
as sheer madness. , It is time to say, neverthe- 
less, and the statement is made after much 
careful inquiry, that the strengthening of 
the fleet by 71 vessels at a cost of 
$740,000,000 (£148,000,000) enacted as a five 
vears programme has a good chance of snecess 
in the House, in the Senate, and with Presi- 
dent Coolidge. There will be opposition in 
Congress when the debate begins to be bitter 
and long-drawn out. but, unless the situation 
is substantially modified in the weeks to come 
this opposition will probably be abortive. 

To make such a prediction 1s, of course, 
to run ahead of the news, but the canclusion 
cannot be avoided by anyone who lives in the 
present atmosphere of Washington, and hes 
an opportunity of judging what forces are at 
work to aid and comfort the advocates of a 
big navy. 


‘BOLD BID FOR SUPREMACY.” 


Things might be different if here and else- 
where in the country the opinion should 
gain ground that the programme of the Navy 
Department is, in fact, a bold bid for 
supremacy In striking force at sea, and, 
therefore, an incitement to that competitive 
building against which Mr. Coolidge has so 
olten spoken; but one can count on the 
fingers of one hand the men whe, as matters 
stand, seem to hold that opinion, 

The key to the programme is the demand 
for 25 more 10,000 tons cruisers, which would 
bring the modern. cruiser strength of the 
United States up to 43 vessels. As to this 
item, Í am informed that the Navy. Depart- 
ment was warned by the White House after 
the Geneva Conference that in drawing up 
its plan it should by no means exceed the 
global figure of 400,000 tons for cruisers 
which had been mentioned by the United 
States delegation at that place. 

This limit has been observed. The ten 
7,500-ton cruisers already in existence are, 
under the Washington Treaty svstem of 
measurement, 6,600-ton cruisers, representing 
a total of 66,000 tons. Eight 10,000-ton 
vessels have already been authorised, and 
with 25 more to come a total of 330.000 tons 
would be reached, or a grand total of 
596,000 _tons—well within Mr. Coolidge’s 
figure. There is no present reason to suppose 
that the President objects to this, rather 
the reverse.

RAILWAYS AND ROAD 
SERVICES. 


REPLY TO CRITICISMS OF 
NEW BILL, 


Sir Herbert Walker, general manager 
of the Southern Railway, has made a 
statement to a Press representative in 
reply to the statement of the Transport 
Committee of the Federation of British 
Industries in support of their recom- 
mendation that petitions should be lodged 
against the railway companies’ bill to be 
presented to Parliament. 

Sir Herbert said, ‘‘ The extent to which 
operating expenses have been increased 
since the war is a matter over which the 
companies have not had control, either in 
the matter of wages or the cost of mate- 
rial, the wages bill alone being 150 per 
cent. above pre-war. So far as efficiency 
of service is concerned, no facts were given 
by the Federation of British Industries as 
a basis for the aspersions made, but the 
companies cannot agree that, taken as a 
whole, the services are less efficient than 
before the war.” 

Regarding the committee’s fear that, 
“though this. may not be the present 
intention, the railway companies will be 
driven. by ordinary commercial considera- 
tions into the attempt to drive competitors 
off the road,” Sir Herbert said. “ The 
companies could only obtain, and after- 
wards keep, such a monopoly at the 
double cost of running an uneconomical 
road service and of diverting traffic from

BISHOPS’ ALTERED 
PROPOSALS 


APPROVED BY DR. 
TEMPLE, 
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From THE Press AssocraTion SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


MANCHESTER, Monday. 

The Bishop of Manchester (Dr. Temple) 
to-day expressed agreement with the 
alterations recommended by the bishops 
in the original new Prayer-book proposals 
which were rejected by the House of 
Commons. 

‘The situation is inevitably rather a 
delicate one,” he said, “and it is natural 
that courses should have been advocated, 
ranging from a complete defiance of the 
State in the interests of the Church's 
autonomy, to the immediate acceptance of 
the vote in the House of Commons, as 
finally settling the questions which re- 
ceived most emphasis in the debate. 

“The chief point I wish to emphasise is 
that it would be fatal to accompany the 
proposals with measures for coercive dis- 
cipline. You cannot at the same time 
appeal to good-will and threaten people 
with penalties if they refuse. The first 
necessity is to provide a law of public 
worship which really corresponds to the 
spiritual life of the Church to-day, and is 
in harmony with its historic conditions, 
so that there may be firm ground on which 
to stand in checking what is not only 
illegal, but contrary to the tradition and 
spirit of the Church. If the bishops had 
made more extensive alterations. this 
would have been to acquiesce in the right 
of the State to determine the Church’s 
forms of worship; but it is to be re- 
membered that the revised. proposals are 
first submitted to the Church Assembly. 

“ It is possible that the Assembly itself 
may modify them. I hope that it will not 
do so to any serious degree; but if it 
does, at least that is the action of the 
Church itself. 

“In view of the whole group of circum- 
stances, I hope the matter may be dis- 
eussed on its merits, without reference to 
the question of establishment, though I 
think that when this matter is settled, in 
whatever way, the whole question of 
establishment must be taken up. When 
that time comes T hope it may be possible 
for a revision of the conditions of estab- 
lishment to go hand in hand with a large 
scheme of home re-union. This may be a 
counsel of perfection, but it is at least 
worth while to inquire into its possibili- 
ties.’ 


EIGHT DAYS’ MARCH 
TO WAR ZONE. 


U.S. OPERATIONS IN 
NICARAGUA,

MIANAGUA (NICARAGUA), 
Monday. 

A force of a thousand United States 
marines left. Leon yesterday on a long 
route march across the hill and river 
jungle to the State of Neuva Segovia, in 
Northern Nicaraguu, where General 
Augustino Sandino—patriot, or _ rebel, 
according to the point of view—is still 
holding out in his mountain fastness in 
spite of determined efforts for nearly 
twelve months by American marines and 
the American army of occupation to 
destroy him. 

The town of Leon had something of the 
appearance of a station on the North- 
West frontier of India previous to the 
departure of a punitive expedition against 
unruly tribesmen. The narrow street: 
were choked with mountain batteries of 
horse artillery, mule ammunition trains, 
modern lorries and primitve ox carts—in 
fact, everything necessary for coping in 
a close and difficult country with a 
wilvy,. light-armed foe. The local in- 
habitants were especially interested in a 
hundred big American mules, which were 
recently disembarked at. Corinto, the 
Nicaraguan species being decidedly smalier 
than their American brother. 


AN EIGHT DAYS’ TREK. 

It is expected that the expedition will 
reach the war zone in about eight days. 
The later stages of the journey will 
probably be covered, as Cesar's legions 
had to do in Gaul, by “ forced marches.” 

According to information which has 
come into the possession of the American 
Intelligence Service, General Sandino has 
lately received a considerable number of 
reinforcements from the East coast. These 
men are stated to have been armed with 
rifles formerly owned by the Govern- 
ment. 

Three Nicaraguans were killed to day 
near Granada in a fight with an American 
sailor and a marine, who, according to 
the official American version of the story, 
had attempted to come to the rescue of a 
fourth Nicaraguan who was being hacked 
to death with machetes (large, heavy 
knives resembling broadswords), The 
marine drew a revolver to fire at the 
Nicaraguans, but his weapon missed fire, 
and the men attacked him. cutting him 
badly on the fingers of his hands. The 
sailor then drew his revolver and shot the 
Nicaraguans dead.

MUNICIPAL SAVINGS 
BANKS. 


TREASURY COMMITTEE'S 
REPORT.

The Times, in a leading article, observes :— 
Ever since the establishment in 1919 of a 
savings bank by the Birmingham Corporation, 
widespread attention has been drawn to the 
possibilities of a novel form of municipal 
enterprise. The remarkable success of this 
first venture has encouraged others of our 
great cities to discuss the formation of similar 
institutions, and jn 1926 a strong Committee 
was appointed by the Treasury, with Lord 
Bradbury as Chairman, to consider whether 
it would be desirable to permit the further 
extension of municipal savings banks. The 
report of this Committee concluded with the 
unanimous decision that, in the present posi- 
tion of national finance, the extension of these 
institutions within the next ten years would 
not be in the interest of the community as a 
whole. In view of the undoubted success of 
the Birmingham experiment, a civic achieve- 
ment of which, as the report admits, that 
city has just reason to be proud, the reasons 
which have led the Committee to this adverse 
verdict merit careful consideration. 

The main ground for the rejection of the 
principle of municipal banking is the effect 
of possible competition from municipal 
sources with the other banking organisations, 
and the reaction of such competition 
on State finance has evidently = in- 
spired some misgivings. The report en- 
visages the possibility of something like 
£50,000,000 being withdrawn from the Post 
Office Savings Bank, the Trustee Savings 
Banks, and the National Savings Movement if 
municipal savings banks were established in 
some of the most populous areas. The danger 
of such withdrawal has probably been exag- 
gerated; but the fact that it has seriously 
been considered seems to suggest that the 
present facilities afforded by the public 
organisations for the encouragement of thrift 
are not altogether adequate. Much could be 

one, for instance, to make the Trustee and 
i Post Office Savings Banks more efficient, 


not only in attracting deposits from the 
small investor, but aleo in serving local needs, 
by closer co-operation with the National Sav- 
ings Committees, a proportion of whose 


funds may be invested in local undertakings.
